Bill* No. 28 of 1952 


A Bill to provide, for the withdrawal of certain su>ns from and out of the 

Consolidated Fund of India for the service of a part of the financial 

year 1061-63. 

Bn it enacted by Parliament ns follows : — 

1. Short title.— This Act may bo called the Appropriation (Vote on 
Aocount) Aot, 1952. 

2. Withdrawal of Rs. 6,07,05,07,000 from and out of the Consolidated 
Fond of India for the financial year 1062-53.— From and out of tho Conso- 
lidated Fund of India there may bo withdrawn sums not exceeding those 
specified in column 3 of the Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the sum 
of six hundred and sixty-seven crores, ninoty-fivo lakhs and seven thousand 
rupees towards defraying the several charges which will come in oourse of 
paymont during the financial year 1952-53. 

3. Appropriation, — The sums authorised to he withdrawn from and 
out of the Consolidated Fund by this Act shall bo appropriated for tho ser- 
vices and purposes expressed in tho .Schedule in relation to the said yoar.
